There is great delay by the telegraph companies fm, sending telegrams 
to and from San Francisco on account of the crippling of the service by 
the earthquake, and the natural increase of volume of business. 

The delay sin hearing from relatives and friends. in San Francisco. 
should not alarm St. Louisans. Hundreds of messages filed today cannot 
be transmitted before tonight or tomorrow.

The Southern Pacific depot, east of Portsmouth square, and the 
Oakland Ferry were entirely destroyed by the tidal wave. 

The earth wave flowed from the bay southwestward over the 
city, but lost its destructive force on passing the low lands on which 
are located the business and hotel district. 

The shock was plainly felt in the residence section, which is on 
the hills, but small damage was done in that part of the city. 

At this hour a full statement of the buildings destroyed can 
not be given. | 

The three buildings occupied by the Call, Chronicle and Ex- 
aminer newspapers are so badly damaged that they are vacated. 
The Palace Hotel, the Grand Hotel, the Occidental Hotel and others 
in the immediate vicinity, are uninhabitable. While most of the 
walls of these buildings remain upright, the windows are broken, 
stairways are wrecked, plaster has fallen and cornices are wrecked. 


$7,000,000 CITY HALL IN RUINS. 


The City Hall, recently completed at a cost of $7,000,000, is a 
sad mush of wreckage, principally caused by the fall of the tower, 
which was twisted in an earthquake six months ago. , 

The fall of this tower was predicted, and yesterday work was 
begun on strengthening it, but necessarily little had been accom- 
plished. 


SHOCK CAME WITHOUT WARNING. 


The shock came without warning. Tuesday was an ideal day 
and the night was beautiful, The hundreds of restaurants and 
pleasure resorts—the beauty and gayety of which have made the 
city of San Francisco famous beyond even New York—were 
crowded with men and women, careless of tomorrow and only bent 
on the pleasure of the moment.

In the collapse of the Central firehouse Police Sergeant Bunner 
was caught under falling timbers and brick and has been taken out 
dead. 

Lhe flames are rapidly spreading and adding horror to the 
situation. Fire has now been discovered in the Grand Opera 
House. The Metropolitan Opera company has been playing there.

At 11:05 the Western Union received a report that a serious fire 
is burning at Berkeley, where the State University is located. The 
report came from Pinola, a station 10 miles out from San Francisco, 
and the nearest point to the Jatter city which the company had been 
able to reach up to the time of this dispatch. Berkeley is between 
Pinola.and San Francisco. 

At the offices of the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad in this 
city, a message was received from the company’s agent in Nevada 
saying that the earthquake shock was severely felt throughout Ne- 
vada and that all wires were thrown down west of Reno.

cisco earthquake: 

“The -erreat San Francisco 
earthquake of April 18, 1906, was 
registered upon the Bosch WUmori 
seismograph at the Weather Bu- 
reau office at Wgshington, begin- 
ning at 8 hours 19 minutes 20 

seconds, 75th meridian time. 
The record shows a disturbance 
of considerable magnitude at 
Washington, although not severe 
enough to be felt by individuals. 
“The stronger wave motion be- 
gan at 8:25 a. m., that is, about 
five minutes after the first imper- 
ceptible tremors, The recording 
pen was carried entirely off the 
record sheet by the violence of 

the motion: from 8:32 to 8:35 a.

Proceed- 
ings will be brought against the vari- 
ous roads in the bituminous coal fields. 
This is the first action of the Depart- 
ment of Justice under the decision of 
the Supreme Court in the Paper and To- 
bacco Trust cases, in which the Court 
held that corporations were not granted 
immunity from punishment because the 
officiala of the corporations furnished 
evidence on which prosecutions could be 
based, and that these officials must 
produce the books of the corporations. 


Charges Discrimization. 


In the announcement of the Depart- 
ment of Justice relating to the. selec- 
tion of the two lawyers to conduct the 
case, it is admitted that the Govern- 
ment now has in its possession evidence 
which will enable the Gevernment to 
go into court and show that the coal 
roads have engaged in the sale of coal 
in interstate commerce. which is for- 
bidden by law, especially as there has 
been discrimination against mine own- 
ers not in the trust. The two lawyers 
have been engaged to advise with the 
Attorney-General and to actually con- 
duct the prosecutions whieh will be 
brought. 
The subject of these prosecutions has 
been discussed by President Roosevelt, 
Attorney-General Moody, Secretary Taft 
and Secretary Root a good deal since 
the decision in the Paper Trust. ‘ It is 
believed by the Administration that suf- 
ficient evidence has been developed in 
the investigations of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and by agents olf 
the Department of Justice regarding the 
operations of the Anthracite Coal ‘I'rust 
to warrant the employment of special 
counsel to conduct the proceedings, 
Since Congress directed -an inquiry 
into the ownership of the coal roads 
and as to whether the Pennsylvania, 
B, & O. and other coal] roads controlled 
the mines, the Department of Justice 
has come into a great deal of conclusive 


evidence which will, it is believed, en- 
able the Government to make out its 


cage. 

The investigation in the bituminous 
coal fields has not been completed, but 
when it is concluded prosecutions wil! 
oe ordered by the Department of Jus- 
tice. 

Since the Supreme Court has held that 
the corporations must produce their 
books the work of Attorney-General 
Moody and his assistants in making out 
@ case against the coal roads has been 
greatly simplified. The books of the 
companies have been used to secure 
hn i on which prosecutions wil] be 
ased.

OMAHA, Neb., April 14.—Wéill 1,000,000 
acres be added to the celebrated ‘‘forest 
reserves’’ of Nebraska? 

In the hotbed of the Nebraska land 
frauds a movement is now on foot to 
Segregate that enormous tract of land 
from the public domain. This is for the 
ostensible purpose of extending the Dis- 
mal River forest reserve to join the 
North Platte forest reserve. t is pro- 
posed that about two-thirds of McPher- 
son County, all of Hooker County, all 
of Thomas County and about one-third 
of Logan County shall be included in 
this reserve. The matter is understood 
to have the indorsement of Chief For- 
ester Pinchot, and petitions which are 
now being widely circulated through 
the counties where the proposed exten- 
sion is to be made, are soon to be for- 
warded to Congress. 

This is regarded in some Federal cir- 
cles as the last hope of the wealthy 
cattle barons to elude the vigorous Gov- 
ernment prosecutions. In short, it is 
viewed as a movement to forestall judg- 
ment in three important civil actions 
brought by the United States in Federal 
Court to compel some 50 ranchmen to 
take down their illegal fences from the 
public domain. 


Could Lease Lands. 


To make their unlawful inclosures le- 
gal—that is said to be the aim and pur- 
pose of the cattlemen in seeking to 
have the forest reserves extended, For 
in the event that this is done, then they 
will so arrange it that they may lease 
their vast ranges from the Department 


of Agriculture. 

When the land becomes a forest re- 
serve it’ is of course transferred from 
the Department of the Interior and Sec- 
retary Hitcheock into the Department 
of Agriculture. Then if the land can 
be leased, as forest reserves are leased 
in other States, nothing will be left for 
the United States District Attorney to 
do but dismiss those -civil eases which 
are now pending in Federal Court. 
Some time ago a suit was brought in 
Federal Court to oblige William E. 
Black, Frederick J. Black and Thomas 
B. Hoard to remove their unlawful 
fences in’ Thomas and Blaine counties. 
The action has not yet come to trfal 
and the fences are atill up. The Black 
brothers are said to be taking an active 
part in seeking to have the forest re. 
Serves extended. Others said. to be in- 
terested are Reuben W. Mahaffey and 
Anthony F. Hatch, both of whom are 
now under arrest upon a charge of per- 
jury in falsifying affidavits in making 
final homestead proofs. 

Mahaffey’s ranch is in Hooker County, 
next to the U. B. I. inelosure. He 
was one of the defendants in the civil 
suit brought to compel the VU. B. I. 
ranch, the Rev. George G. Ware, How- 
ard Il... Albert L. and George W. Daw- 
son to remove their unlawful fences.

Cripple Creek, Denver and

| Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
| TOPEKA, Kan., April .l—wWireless 
| telegraph messages, between Colorado 

Springs and Denver, and Kansas City 
and Denver were go plainly caught by 
the Independent Telephone toll lines 
here that George W. Hart, a telegraph 
operator, was able to decipher several 
of them, and read a number of words in 
a great many others. 

Wireless stations are established at 
Kansas City, Denver, Cripple- Creek, 
Colorado Springs and other points close 
to Topeka. A regular system. is being 
installed through this part of the coun- 
try. 

So many wireless indications have ap- 
peared upon toll lines in the northeast- 
ern part of Kansas lately that a great 
deal of interest has been aroused by 
the phenomenon. 

All of the wireless vibrations noted on 
toll lines about Topeka have appedred 
on damp, wet, rainy davs. Tre other 
day W. P. Hemphill, secretary and 
treasurer of the Independent Telephone 
Co. and Wire Chief Hershey, had their 
attention called by the toll line operator 
to vibrations on the lines which sound- 
ed like wireless, such as have been ex- 
perienced several times lately. 

Reads Messages Readily. 


They at once called Mr. Hart. He is a 
Morse alphabet expert and one of the 
best telegraph operators in the West. 
He went to the Independent office and 
listened to the toll wires for over Ai, 
hour. His readings were remarkable, 
and later he asked the Colorado Springs 
and Denver offices to verify the mes- 
sages caught sere at the wireless sta- 
tions in those towns. 

Colorado Springs proved to be the 
point from which most of the messages 
were sent, the operator marking them 
all “CS,’’ his signature or office call. 
“oga,”” “Cgas,”’ “C849,” “C850,” *“*CS6éEl1,”’ 
“C52” and ‘‘CS53’’ were the messages 
which Mr. Hart caught, probably from 
the Colorado Sovrings office. 

The first message which he caught 
was a service message: “‘Check you 47 
cents line your 16 paid 3rd——.’’ After 
the word ‘3rd’’ the message broke. The 
receiver broke by calling “‘IICS,’* IICS,”’ 
and the sopnd ran right up the scale, 
just as one/tunes a musical instrument. 
The sound /gradually raised in pitch and 

ded. 
nd was much like pressing 
an organ, while in 
the sound of a tele- 
instrument can be likened to a 
In wireless telegraphy the op- 
erator\holds down the key for a pro- 
longed \ period, while in ordinary tel- 
egraphy, quick, short strokes are used. 
Mr. Hakt caught most of the shorter 
clicks of\the wireless, while the longer 
ones wera much harder to decipher, he 
not being accustomed to them. 
Fragments of Messages. 

Message ‘‘43CS’’ was evidently a check. 
All that could be caught was ‘‘22 col- 
lect.”” The rest was lost. But the op- 
erator called Y’ in this message, as 
he did in most the others. ‘‘D’’ is the 
signal for Denver. 

“CS51 7 words’ was the next message. 
It was from ‘Cs; Produce company’”’ to 
- Produce company, Denver, 
Colo..’’ the only word caught was 
**goods.”’ 

“CS52” was evidently a cipher mes- 

‘‘Bigire oyster’ were the words 
The signature was “C. H. 


. Another message, which read, “You 
ought to stay there until you go———,” 
Was caught, but neither name of the 
sender nor receiver could be deciphered. 
“Ship you” was all that was caught 
of another message. 

“On this shirt’’ was taken from an- 
other message. 

Then “KS.’’ the signature for Kansas 
City, began breaking in, and called Den- 
ver. Denver answered. “KS” said: 
“How do you get this?’’ Denver asked 
“KS” to wait. But “KS” was insistent 
and Denver said ‘4” to Colorado 
Springs, which means, ‘““When do we go 
on again?’ 

The continual claim of patrons upon 
the use of the toll lines made it diffi- 
cult for Mr. Hart. to catch words for 
any continued period of time. That ac- 
counts in a measure for his fragmentary |.

JOSIAH BURDETT. 


Well Pumped Dry to Prove Sui- 
cide Theory Yields No Weap- 
on and Assassination Idea Is 
Now Credited. 


EUFALA, I. T., April ’* 
HE entire Southwest is deeply in- 
i terested in the mysterious death 
of Josiah Burdett, whose body 
was found in his yard with a wound in 
the back of his head. 

surdett, who was a wealthy mer- 
chant, banker and rea) estate owner, 
lived part of his life in mortal fear of 
assassination and the day before he 
was found dead he spoke to his friends 
about his fears. 

He carried large life insurance poli- 
cies—$277,000 in all—and one of the com- 
panies tried to find evidence of a 
Suicide. A well near which Burdett’s 
body was found was pumped dry in the 
hope that a pistol, which the company 
believed the dead man might have 
thrown into the well after shooting 
himself, would be found. The weapon 
was not there, ‘however. 

Burdett came to Eufala from Fulton, 
Mo., about 20 years ago. Starting as a 
clerk in a mercantile house, he rose to 
be one of the most prominent mer- 
chants in Indian Territory. His fellow 
citizens of Eufala loved him because of 
his remarkably well-balanced charac- 
ter. The news of his death was, there- 
fore, regarded as a public calamity. 

Always Feared an Assassin. 

Although Burdett was on good terms 
with everybody, he was haunied by a 
belief that he would die by the hand of 
an assassin. This fear was not a mere 
child of his imagination. 

It was based on a theory which Ae 
formulated about three years ago, after 
his store was burned by the hands of 
an incendiary. A fire had been dis- 
covered in Burdett's store early in the 
evening and it was put out after the 
doors were broken open. Later in the 
night another fire was’ started in the 
store and grew to such proportions that 
the flames could not be contolled. The 
police said there were reasons to be- 
lieve that the incendiary was locked in 
when the store was closed. 

On investigation, footprints were found 
beneath a rear window through which 
the incendiary was supposed to have 
fied for safety. The size of the foot- 
prints together with other circumstan- 
tial evidence made Burdett believe that 
a certain man, whom he knew. burned 
the store and that the same. man would 
vrobably try to kill him some day. 
Burdett spoke to his intimate friends 
about his fears. He asked them to warn 
him whenever that man was in town. 
Burdett is even quoted as saying that 
he would spend money to clear any 
person who would kill the incendlary 
upon noticing him on Burdett’s trail. 

, Never Alone After Night. 


So fearful was Burdett of his enemy 
that he would not go out at night. 
After 19 o'clock, when he left his store, 
he would ride home fast, in a buggy 
driven ‘by a faithful servant. If he 
drove alone, Burdett would never drive 
back to town on the same road he left. 


Hé could never be induced to leave his 
house at night unaccompanied by either 
his wife or some near relative. 

Burdett. whose business was very 
prosperous, was also president of a na- 
tional bank wihich he organized about 10 
‘years ago. He had long carried large 

policies with the big insurance © com- 
| panies and, when the insurance investi- 
| gations began, he decided to take a pol- 
‘icy with one of the companies which was 
‘not in trouble. He took out a $100,000 
policy with the Pennsy!ivania Mutual In- 

Surance Co. several weeks ago. The 
| Policy had a one year suicide clause. It 

is this company that is prosecuting the 
| investigation into the manner of Bur- 
,dett’s death. 

The day before Burdett was _ found 
| dead he was elected to the City Council 
| by a big majority, although it was the 
ifirst time he ran for any office. He 
‘Seemed very much pleased with his_vic- 
tory and he spoke about it by phone to 
his wife, who at the time was in Mus-

Delayed at His Store. 


| On the day. of his election. Burdett 
remained a little later in town and 
shortly after 11 o’clock at night he was 
driven to his residence by Ferguson, his 
Old servant, who is about 6 years old. 

When he reached home Burdett told 


Ferguson that he was not sleepy and 
asked the old man to sit and talk with 
him, but Ferguson excused himself by 
Saying he wasn't feeling well. 
Burdett lay down to read awhile. Mrs. 
lie Crabtree, his mother-in-law, who 
lives at his home, asked him why he 
did not go to bed and Burdett said he 
Was not sleepy. This was the last time 
he spoke to anyone as far as is known.

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PEACE CONFERENCE 
DATE STIRS STR 


South American Republics An- 
gered by Ignoring of Pan- 
American Convention. 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Apri! _ .—Diplomatic 
war between Sotitth American Rpublics 
and the countries of Europe, particular- 
ly Russia, is imminent. Diplomatic rep- 
resentatives are indignant because of 
the time cecided upon for the holding 
of the peace conference at The Hague, 


which will be from the first to the mid- 
dle of july instead of in the fall as 
had been expected. 
The feeling has arisen over the fact 
that a number of questions are to be 
presented to the Pan-American ’iconfer- 
ence at Rice. Seger next July which 
are expected ~have a bearing on The 
Hague conference, and it was the in- 
tention of the southern countries that 
their delegates be sent from the Brazil 
conference to the Hague gathering. 
The date of the diplomatic gathering 
at the Brazilian capital was agreed 
upon several weeks ago, and it was ex- 
pected that it would be over and the 
detogates to the Hague would have 
ample time to consider the subjects be- 
fore them before proceeding to the 
Netherlands. Since the Czar of- Russia

Caller Tells Drug

JOPLIN, Mo., April 1.~—Charles lL. 
Douglass of 1020 Broadway walked into 
the drug store of J. Gillette and after 


eswallowing over 480 grains of strych- 
rine, a poison half grain of which phy- 
sicians censider fatal, he coolly an- 
nounced to the clerk what he had done. 
Then Douglass went to the phone to 
tell his sweetheart, Miss Della Winkle, 
what he imd done, but he failed to get 
the right connection, 

There seems to be no apparent reason 
for Douglass’ ‘deed. He left his home 
in the afternoon in good spirits and on 
the stpect asked some of his friends to 
let nm have a pistol, but they re- 
fused. When he came to ‘the drug 
store, Douglass, who was a friend of 
the cierk, Ira Scott, announced his in- 
tention to kill himself. Scott thought 
it all a joke. While behind the counter 
speaking to Scott, Douglass took a bot- 
tle of carbolic acid from the shelf and 
asked: 

‘This is carbolic acid, is it not? This 
would do the work, would it not?’’ 

Seott took the bottle from him.

Oklahoma Town Asks Govern- 
ment to Divide Expense 
on Improvement.

LAWTON, O. T.. April 1..—Upon the 
installation of the new City Council into 
office one of the largest undertakings 
ever begun in Oklahoma will receive 
consideration. It is the proposition of 
utilizing the water power of Medicine 
Creek. 

Congress has appropriated $60,000 for 


an extension of the city’s waterworks. 
The Secretary of the Interior has the 
expending of this money and will likely 
begin work during the summer. The 
dam the Government is expected to con- 
struct will cost $40,000 and the laying of 
the pipe will cost more than that 
amount. 

There is a dam on Medicine Creek 
one and one-half miles northwest of: 
Medicine Bluff. A dam could be con- 
structed there & feet high at the center 
of the stream and of one-quarter of a 
— — . 

everal weeks ago Mayor Jones w 
invited to Fort ran by Maj. Tavier, 
commandant of the post, to talk over 
the matter of utilizing the power from 
the dam for the use of the citizens of 
Lawton and the military. post. These 
two went to the dam site and looked it 
over carefully. The Mayor is quite cer- 
tain that enough water could stored 
by this dam to operate an electric light 
plant, street cars, elevators, machin- 
ery and all kinds of power necessary in 
the city. 12 months in the year. 

The plan as outlined is a pipe two feet 
in diameter in the masonry near the 
top of the dam and that the water 
conducted through this pipe to drop on 
the power wheels.

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THE DIVORCE DICTUM 


Comment of the New York 
Newspapers. 


PRESS.—The retroactive results of 
the decision will not: be. far-reaching, 
but the value of Federal regulation of 
divorce within constitutional limits will 
have a beneficial effect .onm tire future 
attitude of the states toward the legal 
problem. * * * Justice Holmes’ belief 
that the judgment of the court ‘‘is like- 
ly to cause considerable disaster to in- 
nocent persons and to bastardize hither- 
to supposed to be the offspring of legal 
marriage’ is exaggerated. The class he 
names is more likely to be very small, 
and the effect produced will be more 
theoretical than actual. In itself this 
warning by Justice Holmes would tend 
to keep down the number of proceedings 
for annulment, and perhaps that was 
the true purpose of his lamentation. 
But even if the probabilities are not 
overstated by Justice Holmes, that 
wouid be no good argument in favor of 
continuing the anomalous and perncious 
divorce system on which the Supreme 
Court ha serroneausly set the heel of its 
disapproval. 


TIMES.—We venture to think that 
the recent decision when it has under- 
gone the searching analysis to which 
it is bound to be subjected, and when 
it has been confined precisely to the 
facts shown to be before the court in 
the specific case, will be found to be 
hot very revolutionary. That it will 
have much effect on the interests and 
rights of the great body of divorced 
men and women and of their children 
is not yet shown, and is seriously doubt- 
ed by those best fitted to judge. 


TRIBUNK. — Matrimonial domicile 
only can confer jurisdiction. That does 
not necessarily mean an end of ex-parte 
divorces, but s°°-h divorces must be 
réndered where ' marital relation has 
actually exiatec : in the Atherton case. 
Trips to the éa livorce courts for dis- 
solution by’ co 1t will be interfered 
with. The dec: .. it is said, will up- 
set many reor zed families, which 
will doubtless be aconvenient, but per- 
haps useful as a warning. It may also 
promote the agitation for uniform di- 
vorce laws, though, perhaps, making 
them, from some points of view, less 
necessary. 


HERALD.—If as the result of this 
latest decision the state of easy divorces 
is not so thronged as it has been with 
husbands and wives and the partners to 
whom they are to be joined as soon as 
the first marriage is dissolved, the rest

Marshall and Justice to 
Leave Oolitic, Ind.

BEDFORD, Ind., April 18—A mass 
meeting of citizens held Monday night 
in Oolitic, Ind., a suburb of this city, 
dissolved itself into a mob to hunt up 
and chastise Deputy Prosecutor J. H. 
France. It was found he had left the 
town. The mob then turned on Town 
Marshal Henry Sutton and Justice Oli- 
ver McLahan, and forced them to flee 
from the town. 

The immediate cause of the outbreak 
was the disappearance of the effects of 
James Ethridge, secretary of the local 
Carpenters’ Union, who died in a board- 
ing house conducted by France. Wth- 
ridge, it is charged, had, just before he 
died, between $300 and $400. This it is 
asserted was missing. France is ac- 
cused of having destroyed Ethridge’s pa- 


pers. He also, it is said, ordereq the 
removal of BPthridge’s body from the 
boarding house without allowing it to 
be prepared for burial. This action, it 
is asserted, followed other acts of which 
some of the citizens disapproved in 
which the two other officials partici- 
pated. 

Prosecuting Attorney Fletcher last 
night announced he would at once start 
legal proceedings against the members 
of the mob who drove out the officials.

This has been done in thousands 
of cases and in hundreds of these the 
notices mailed have been returned, the 
postal authorities being unable to de- 
liver them. dn declaring for national 
regulation of marriage Judge McEwen 
made the statement ‘that four-fifths of 
the divorce suits in Chicago are without 
iverit.

LIGHT MERGER ATTACKED 


Trial on its merits of the suit brought 
by Morgan Jones, a minor stockholder of 
the Missouri-Edison Electric Co., at- 
tacking the merger of al‘ the local elec- 
tric light and power corporations by 
the North American Co., may follow a 
decision rendered by Judge Sanborn of 
the United States Court of Appeals. 
Judge Sanborn practically overrules the 
Federal Circuit Court, which. sustained 
a. demurrer filed by the North American 
Co. to the petition. The petition was 
said to be insufficiently supported. 
Judge Sanborn’s opinion holds, in ef- 
fect, that there is a. ground for action, 
though the legality of the merger, at 
least under the laws of Missouri, was 
not involved in the arguments on the 
demurrer. 

Jones contends that by manipulation 
of its stock the North American Co. 
sought to deprive him and other mi- 
nority shareholders of their interests 
and influence in the corporation. 

A corporation having a capital of $10,- 
000,000, it is alleged, was formed to pur- 
chase the common stock of the Mis- 
souri-Edison. Meanwhile, it is charged, 
by manipulation, the preferred shares 
depreciated one-half, and at the same 
time there was a concerted plan to en- 
hance the common stock.

CAUSED EXPLOSION 


Kearsarge - Accident Resulted 
From : Molten Metal From 
Switch Striking Powder. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World. 


CAIMANERA, Cuba, April 17.—The 


short-circuiting of the switch to the am- 

munition: hoist’ by the metal handle of 
the tongs used in handling the powder 

and projectiles of the big guns, caused 
the explosion on board the battleship 

ooeaee in which seven men lost their 
ves. 

When the Kearsarge had finished fir- 
ing at targets on Friday afternoon last, 
one gun, the: left 13-inch piece of the 
forward turret, was still loaded, Lieut. 
Hudgins, the turret officer, and Lieut. 
Graeme, the “umpire, remained in the 
turret discussing some firing rules. 

The turret crew, about 10 minutes 
after firing ceased, began to tnload the 
gun. Three sections of the; charge had 
been withdrawn by metal hooks and 
placed on the. turret floor, when the 
man- handling. the hooks. accidentally 
short-circuited the: switch to the elec- 
tric ammunition hoist ‘behind him, 
causing an arc which fused the metal of 
the switch; and the molten particles 
dropped into the. powder on the floor. 
Seeing the danger this man jumped 
headlong down through the turret, and 
was but slightly injured. 

Lieutenants: Hudgins and Graeme and 
11. seamen were seriously burned. No 
explosion took place and no sound was 
heard by the officers on the bridge, but 
smoke and flame burst *rom the tur- 
ae Rd! hose was laid to the fire with 

oh gpm It was put out with- 
it al fficulty and further damage pre- 
vented e burned men were removed 
immediately. Six of the men were dead. 

Lieut. Hudgins died at a quarter of 4 
o'clock the next morning, and Lieut- 
Graeme, who was removed at once to 
his own ship, the Maryland, died at ¢ 
o'clock.

GORKY SAYS WERE 
A VULGAR PEOPLE 


Tells Paris We Spit, and Don't 
Know What Liberty : 
Means. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NDBW YORK, April 18.—Maxim Gor- 
ky, having spent the necessary week 
here, is now writing his impressions of 
America. At least so says a dispatch 
from Paris, which states that a cer- 
tain publisher there is in receipt of a 
telegram from the distinguished Rus- 
sian, containing, among other things (in 
the main suppressed), his impression 


that the Americans are as Dickens 
found them—a spitting, vulgar people, 
who employ the word liberty without 
knowing the meaning of it. 

He goes on to say tnat he realizes 
the futility of attempting a lecture tour, 
aand that the sooner he is out of this 
wretched country the better he will be 
pleased. 

After he had been given a public din- 
ner by the people whose characteristics 
and customs he had found objectionable, 
however, Dickens retracted the unpleas- 
ant things he had written. He did it 
publicly, and had the retraction incor- 
porated in all subsequent editions of 
his criticisms on America. 

Nicolai Pushkoff, Gorky’s adopted 
son, does not believe that his foster 
father denounced us. Nicolai says he 
knows nothing of the Paris telegram 
said to have been sent by Gorky, and 
does not, therefore, believe the story.
